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At the end of 1990 I published my wish list for 1991. At that 
time, I didn t expect a 100% positive response because every wish 
on the list required actions from other parties & many of those 
parties were working to a different agenda. Nevertheless, some 
progress was made, as noted below: 


• LABORATORY ANALYSIS RESULTS ON IMPLANTS FROM AT LEAST THREE 
ABDUCTEES. 


Thanks to the cooperative nature of several prominent researchers 
I was able to review the data resulting from laboratory analysis of 
three artifacts. Each was alleged to be an implant taken from a 
human being. While the reports were exciting, they were also 
puzzling, resulting in more questions than answers. 

In addition, a lot of information about man-made implants was 
made public during 1991. One such report was published in the 
October 21 edition of the Electronic Engineering Times. 


Implanted 
IC monitors 
farm animals

Hever lee, Belgium — In an unusu¬ 
al application of custom CMOS 
technology, a research team at 
the Catholic University at Leuven 
has developed a technique K to 
monitor farm and herd animals'" 
stress and body temperature by 


implanting an IC under the ani¬ 
mals' skin, 'flie Leuven team de¬ 
veloped the chip with Eureka Co., 
a British firm. 

The research, carried out un¬ 
der the auspices of a Common 
Market agricultural research pro¬ 
gram, is of major importance in 
commercial animal husbandry, ac¬ 
cording to Patrick Wouters, a 
member of the Belgian team. 
Wouters announced details about 
the biotelemetric CMOS chip at 
the European Solid-State Circuits 
Conference in Milan last month. 

After the IC is injected into the 
animal, it is activated by an anten¬ 
na, which transmits data on the 


animal's status and temperature 
up to a range of 1 meter. The 
information is decoded and sent 
on to a data-acquisition and con¬ 
trol system. 

The integrated circuit is made 
up of two main parts. A custom- 
designed analog-to-digital device 
converts a pulse-width-modulat¬ 
ed temperature signal ranging 
from 35°C to 41°C into a 6-bit 
code with an accuracy of 0.1°C. 
The second part is entirely digi¬ 
tal, consisting of the code mem¬ 
ory, which contains 42 bits, and 
a transponder. 

When activated by a 132-kHz 
carrier, the IC transmits a 50-bit 


code containing the temperature 
and identification data to a nearby 
receiver at 66 kHz. Laboratory 
tests show that over 200,000 
readings are possible using a 
small lithium battery integrated 
with the chip. 

The IC measures 2.6 x 5.8 
millimeters, and has been imple¬ 
mented in 3-micron CMOS n-well 
technology. Research is under 
way to encapsulate the electron¬ 
ics into an injectable cylinder. 
‘The final goal is to place the 
entire system into a device mea¬ 
suring 40 mm long and with a 
diameter of 5 mm," Wouters said.
